Now's The Time 
To Kill Weeds 


No? the time to get pasture and 
+‘ fencerow weeds under control. 

Remove competition from weeds and 

rass will have a chance to fill in during 
the rest of the summer. And weeds are 
asiest to kill when they’re tender and 
crowing fast. 

Easiest and fastest way is to use a 
chemical spray. And 2,4-D is your big- 
est helper in killing weeds. 

“Spraying is the only way to fight 
fencerow weeds,” declares Don Maxwell 

f Washington county, lowa. 

Nice thing about spraying fencerow 
weeds is that the job gets easier every 
year. Maxwell has used 2,4-D for sev- 
eral years. Now grass is well established 
in his fencerows. And a good stand of 
grass helps keep weeds from starting in 
the spring. 

Biggest advantage of spraying, says 
\iaxwell, is that it lets him kill the weeds 
in only a small fraction of the time it 
takes them with a mower or scythe. 

Lots of farmers agree with Maxwell. 


“I haven’t scythed a weed in five 
years,” says Thomas Beedle of Clay 
county, Iowa. “J’m too lazy to use a 
scythe when I can do the job just as 
well with a sprayer.” 


How much 2,4-D does it take to kill 
lencerow weeds? 

That depends on what kind of weeds 
vou’re trying to kill—and how big they 
re. Best advice is to get spray on as 
much of the weed leaf surface as pos- 
sible. 

On fencerows and roadsides, you don’t 
eed to be afraid of overdosage with 
-,4-D. It’s different from spraying weeds 

crops because there’s no danger of 

juring the grass undercover. 

Unless weeds are quite large, dosages 
0! one pound of 2,4-D amine or one-half 
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to three-fourths pound of 2,4-D ester 
usually give a good kill. Tough weeds 
like Canada thistle, perennial sow thistle 
and bindweed need a heavier dosage 
than weeds like wild lettuce. pigweed 
and ragweed. ’ 

Sometimes it’s easier to spray fence- 
row weeds with a knapsack sprayer. It’s 
difficult, then, to guess at the amount of 
2,4-D you are applying per acre. So E. 
P. Sylwester, extension weed control 
specialist at lowa State College, makes 
this suggestion: 


Mix one tablespoon of either form - 
of 2,4-D with each gallon of water. 
Apply the spray to weed surfaces 
until they are moist. Runoff is 
wasted. But it’s important to get 
spray on all of the weed growth. 


It’s a good idea to mix some 2,4,5-T 
with your 2,4-D if you have brush or 
poison ivy in your fencerows. Sylwester 
suggests a half-and-half mixture of the 
two chemicals applied at the rate of one 
and one-half pounds per acre. Again: 
Get the spray on as much of the leaf sur- 
face as possible. 

Spraying with 2,4-D will kill broad- 
leafed weeds in pastures, too. -Mix it 
with 2,4,5-T to kill pasture brush. 

But chemical treatment may not be 
the answer if you have legumes in your 
pasture. A 2,4-D treatment heavy enough 
to kill tough weeds will injure legumes. 

In that case, clipping the pasture may 
be the most practical method of weed 
control. 

“Mowing is a good way to control pas- 
ture weeds when you have legumes in 
the seeding.” says Harry Heitmann of 
Iowa county, Iowa. He usually clips his 
rotation pasture in which alfalfa and 
clover are seeded—mostly to control rag- 
weeds. 
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You Don’t need to worry about 





overdosing fencerow 
weeds with 2,4-D. But watch the 
“spray drift.” It might injure gardens, 
crops or lawn shrubs. 


Weed control experts agree that mow- 
ing will reduce ragweed _ infestations. 
Main thing is to clip the weeds early 
enough to prevent seed production. And 
stick with the program if you’re going to 
mow for weed control. Let one crop of 
weeds go to seed—and you'll have to 
start from the beginning again. 

Or if you want to use chemical control, 
it may not be necessary to spray the en- 
tire pasture. Spray only the weed patch. 

If you’re fighting Canada thistles, for 
example, it may be more important to 
kill the patch of thistles than to save the 
legumes. 





First 2,4-D treatment should be 
made before thistles reach the bud 
stage. Spray again when growth 
reaches a height of eight to 10 
inches. 


For small patches of thistles, some 
farmers prefer to use a non-selective 
chemical such as sodium chlorate. Non- 
selective weed killers will stop growth 
of grass and legumes as well as weeds. 





Knapsack sprayer works well in 


treating fencerows' or 
small patches of weeds in pastures. 
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Out On The Range 


Your young chickens should be 
out on the range. Or so most farm 
people would say. 

But how should the chicks be 
housed? In temporary shelters that 
can be moved? Or in permanent 
brooder houses located near the 
range? 

You can get good arguments on 
each side. The farm woman above, 
in Lee county, Iowa, prefers the per- 
manent brooder house. But a good 
many would rather fix up tempo- 
rary shelters. 


To Reseal Corn 


IN THE FARM country covered by Wal- 
laces’ Farmer and Iowa Homestead, 
there are around 130 million bushels of 
1952 corn for which CCC can’t find a 
home. 

Half of that corn may be handled by 
new purchases of CCC bins, after much 
pressure from the Corn Belt. (See article 
on page 28.) 

The rest, around 65 million bushels 
will have to be resealed on the farm. 

Talk to your county PMA committee 
about prospects, and make your plans 
early. If you need more storage space, 
start figuring now on how to get it. 


Junior's Muscles 


MAYBE CITY KIDS are sitting still too 
much. Recent tests indicate that some 
American children aren't as lively, don’t 
have as good muscles as children in west- 
ern Europe. 

American children have more to eat, 
and better medical care. But they don’t 
move around enough. 

That’s the story anyway. It sounds 
a little fishy to us. The kids we see are 
on the jump most of the time. 

But the tests were’made on city chil- 
dren. Farm children would come out dif- 
ferently. Chores, basketball and running 
for the school bus ought to help. 

In the meantime, try these tests on 
your 10-year-old: 

1. Have him lie on. his back. You 
hold his ankles and have him raise him- 
self from the waist 

2. Still on the back, raise legs together 
and hold for ten seconds at a 30 degree 
angle. 
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Tornadoes, Floods 


THIS HAS been a tornado year. And a 
year of flash floods. 

Men can’t do much about either. The 
tornado strikes where it will. No amount 
of upstream conservation will keep an 
eight-inch 12-hour rain from swamping 
bottom lands. 

Drouths come wher they will, too. 
Irrigation may seem a weapon against 
drouth, but streams dry up too, and 
wells. Where there is no water, the ir- 
rigation ditches don’t help. 

So farmers are reminded again that 
weather is the master. We can store up 
reserves against drouth years; we can 
see that grass and trees slow down 
the racing floods; we can build stouter 
barns and houses against the raging 
wind. 

But still disaster can come. And 
against disaster, after all that planning 
and foresight can do, farmers bring the 
age-old gifts of endurance, fortitude and 
neighborly help. 


To Help Dairymen 


HOW SHOULD we get rid of the pres- 
ent surplus of butter and cheese? Wal- 
laces’ Farmer and Iowa Homestead likes 
two suggestions made by a sub-commit- 
tee of the conference of dairy industry 
representatives. 

This sub-committee made these rec- 
ommendations: 

1. Issue stamps worth 50 cents on pur- 
chase of a pound of butter, 25 cents on a 
pound of cheese. Give stamps to folks

now on relief rolls and to hospitals and 
institutions. 

2. Stop buying butter and cheese to 
put in storage. But if the market price 
on butter goes down to 55 cents, let the 
creamery pay the support price of 67 
cents to the farmer and collect the 12 
cents difference from the government. 

The first step would get rid of the sur- 
plus now on hand. The second step 
would prevent accumulating more sur- 
plus in government hands. 

Plenty of other dairy problems re- 
main. But these two moves would really 
take hold of the immediate job. 

For the long pull, the big job is to im- 
prove marketing methods so folks will 
drink more whole milk. Sop up the milk 
surplus, and there won’t be much extra 
butter and cheese. 


Quick Start On Pigs 


HOW BIG are your pigs when you wean 
them? And how soon do you wean them? 

A survey of Iowa’s pig raisers, taken 
by Wallaces’ Farmer and Iowa Home- 
stead, shows that the average weight 
of pigs at weaning time is around 44 
pounds. And the average age is nearly 
nine weeks. 

Are you doing this well? Or better? 

We can look for heavier weights at 
weaning time in the future. And for 
quicker weaning. 

Today nearly 70 percent of Iowa’s hog 
raisers are using some special kind of 
starter feed for pigs. And everybody is 
working hard to get the pigs eating 
early. 


Cease-Fite ln Korea 


Plenty Of Problems Remain 
Even If Truce Takes Hold 


VERY farm family in the Corn Belt 
and in the nation—will give a 
sigh of relief when the shooting stops 
in Korea. 

Our boys who were prisoners will 
come home. No more casualties on the 
front lines. 

That’s a lot to be thankful for. And 
full credit should be given to President 
Eisenhower for the results. 

He had against him powerful forces 
at home -and abroad. Men like Senator 
Knowland and Admiral Radford be- 
lieved that we should risk all-out war. 
Chiang Kai-Shek on Formosa and Syng- 
man Rhee in South Korea urged that 
the war go on. 

Against this opposition, President 
Eisenhower persisted and won out. 





UT our next word is:

A truce is merely an incident in what 
may turn out to be a 30 year conflict. 

Troops must be kept in Korea and

Japan. Air power must be ready to strike 


if truce terms are broken. 
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There is still plenty of trouble around 
the world, in Indo-China, in Burma. in 
Morocco, in Irani, in Egypt. 

We can’t disarm yet. We cax’t stop 
aid to our friends. We can’t make much 
of a cut in taxes. 


HAT have we gained in Korea? 
What have we lost? It is easy to 

figure up the casualties and the dollars. 
It is harder to be sure of the effect of the 
courageous decision in 1950 to keep a 
big nation from gobbling up a little one. 

Yet probably the action of the United 
Nations in Korea has prevented attacks 
in other sections of the world. Any na- 
tion that thinks about aggression will, 
in the future, also think about Korea. 

One thing we have to do now is to 
bind up the wounds of South Korea. 
That poor country, fought over and 
bled white, must be restored to show 
that we can build as well as bomb. : 

For the rest, we must try to persuade 
Asia that the western nations want no 
more colonies, try to split China off 
from Russia, and use wheat as well as 
guns to win allies. 

A truce in Korea can be a hopeful 
move in the direction of peace. But it 
is only one step. 
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Corn-Wheat Cuts 


UNLESS CONGRESS acts quickly, 
wheat farmers will be confronted with 
an intolerable choice next month. In the 
marketing quota election, they will be 
asked to choose between two things: 

1. A 25 percent cut in wheat acreage, 
rigid marketing quotas on every wheat 
farmer, and loans at 90 percent of parity. 

2. No effective allotments, no quotas, 
but loans at 50 percent of parity. 

No wheat farmer wants either one. 
Yet this is the kind of choice he will be 
asked to make. 

Congress may yet change the law so 
that marketing quotas will be outlawed 
for 1954. But the time is short. And up 
to date Secretary Benson, who should 
be leading the fight to change the law, 
hasn’t said a word. 

Corn farmers should view the plight 
of the wheat man with sympathy and 
apprehension. For a good corn crop this 
vear might put corn farmers in the same 
situation next December. 

With the law unchanged, corn farm- 
ers might be asked to choose between: 

1. A 25 percent cut in acreage in 1954, 
marketing quotas and 90 percent of par- 
ity for loans. 

2. No effective acreage cuts, no quotas 
but loans at 50 percent of parity. 

Wallaces’ Farmer and Iowa Home- 
stead renews its recommendation to con- 
gress that marketing quotas be barred 
for the wheat and corn crops of 1954. 


Weather ln 1954 And 1955 


WHAT KIND of weather are we going 
to have over the next two or three years? 
That’s the kind of information farmers 
and the nation really need. 

This year the, wheat crop has been cut 
lown by bad weather.

Ear] B. Kelly, farmer and president of 
a Jackson county, Iowa, co-op creamery 
with about 600 patrons, sees things like 
this: ‘““Whole milk may be the answer in 
many cases. But even with a good mar- 
ket for milk, our creamery would still 
have to buy cream. Many of our patrons 
couldn’t sell quality milk profitably. 
Their herds are too small. 

“T think there’ll always be a market 
for some butter. A lower price would 
move more of it. And better quality 
would help. We've made only good but- 
ter. And we’ve always had a market.” 

“There’s a price squeeze on all farm 
prices now. We may have to take a lit- 
tle less income, even if we don’t like the 
idea,” Kelly adds. “Each dairyman will 
have to be more efficient. For example, 
we need a few more cows here. But I’m 
just keeping the herd together until my 
son gets back from service.” 

Wide awake creamery managers like 
Norman Lesch in Fayette county, Iowa, 
‘are shifting part of their production from 
butter. Two years ago, 45 percent of the 
plant volume came in as cream. Now 
that figure has dropped to five percent. 
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Lesch makes baker’s cheese to market 
skim milk. He ships out the cheese for 
use in cheese pies and other baked goods. 

Grade A milk looks like the best long- 
term bet to Lesch. Some of the co-op 
patrons are changing to grade A. Milk 
will be picked up by a new tank truck. 
Then it can be hauled to dairies in near- 
by areas. 

Lesch thinks dairies in small towns 
may want to bottle grade A milk if they 
have a steady supply. And many of the 
larger cities buy extra grade A milk dur- 
ing part of the year. 

Some creameries have made other 
shifts. Cheese, ice cream and other spe- 
cialty uses for butterfat offer higher 
value markets than butter. Even some 
of the smallest creameries can make 
cheese. That puts at least part of the 
eggs in another basket. 

Others’ make use of solids-not-fat. 
That lets them sell butter for less and 
still pay a reasonable price for milk, But 
many creameries find 
they are too small to 
make much of a change 
without additional financ- 
ing. . 

Greater cooperation 
may be the answer. May- 
be by uniting groups of 
small co-ops. Efficiency 
is a big talking point. A 
Fayette county, lowa, 
farmer reports that five or 
six cream trucks are rout- 
ed past his farm each 
morning. Wider organi- 
zation could cut out most 
of this costly duplication. 

Larger co-ops could 
handle grade A milk in 
volume. Then whole milk 
could be shipped to almost 
any market that needed 
it. Some cities in the 
South never have enough 
milk to meet demand. 

Surplus milk could 
be turned into powder, 





from butter to other dairy products. 
and cheese offer ways of getting more per 
pound of butterfat.

Iowa State College is test marketing a 
milk concentrate. You can keep a week’s 
supply in about the same space you now 
keep a two days’ supply. Flavor is sup- 
posed to equal or excel that of normal 
grade A milk 

Creameries have to keep up with fast- 
changing times. Otherwise, they can’t 
do full justice to their farmer patrons.

This is typical of what happened in 
former resealing programs. Farmers are 
still bragging about cheap buildings they 
got thru resealing even back in the 1938 
program. 

What if you refuse to reseal and 
insist on delivering corn? 


Then you'll probably take your place 
in line. PMA will take your corn as 
space is available, or when your turn 
comes. 

You should remember, however, that 
the delivery period lasts thru Septem- 
ber. There could be delay even beyond 
that month. 

You might be told that if you’d reseal 
half of your sealed corn, they’d find room 
for the other half. That was done in 
other resealing programs. 


Is it best to reseal ear corn or shell 
and reseal? 


O. C. Schleusener of Pocahontas coun- 
ty, lowa, resealed ear corn in 1949. Now 
he prefers resealing shelled corn. He 
says leaving corn in cribs the second 
year is hard on them.

Point is: The flies were repro- 
ducing faster than the chemicals 
could knock them down. Over 
the years, Racek believes, the 
flies on his farm built up some 
resistance to the fly killers he 
had been using. After breeding 
places were removed, the chemi- 


mologist at 
Racek started 


cals were able to control the 
smaller number of flies. 
Combined with good sanita- 


tion, the commonly recommended 
fly killers are getting good fly 
control for other farmers too. 
Richard Moen of Howard coun- 
ty, lowa, says flies haven’t both- 
ered his dairy herd. He sprays 


the cows with methoxychlor 
every 10 to 14 days. He also 
sprays the inside of his dairy 
barn. 
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An lowa county, lowa, farmer 
says he’s sure that the flies on 
his farm are resistant to DDT. 
But he has been getting satis- 
factory fly control by spraying 
with methoxychlor. 


There's a worthwhile hint 
in that report. If you think 
your flies are resistant to one 
insecticide, switch to another 
chemical to which flies have 
not been exposed. 


An Ohio extension entomolo- 
gist says DDT is a poor choice 
among fly killers if you’ve been 
using that chemical on the walls 


of your barn for several years. 
Under those circumstances, he 
thinks you'll get better results 


by changing to methoxychlor or 
lindane. 


Use of poison baits to con- 
trol flies is another possibil- 
ity. 


A special bait containing 
TEPP, a phosphorous compound 
now is on the market. The 
chemical is mixed with wate! 
and syrup or molasses and ap- 
plied with a garden sprinkle! 
Manure piles, concrete floors an 
barnyards are treated every two 
yr three days. 

Tests have shown that TEPP 
will kill flies that are resistant 
to other insecticides. But el 
tomologists at lowa State College 
suggest caution if you decide 
use the new fly killer. 


A concentrated drop of TEPP 
in your eye or a few drops 0 
your arm can kill you. Even in 
dilution, TEPP can injure ant 
mals or people. 


So, in killing flies, don’t kill 
anybody else. Follow directions 
of the manufacturer to the letter. 
Don’t put any of the chemical 
on animals, feed or bedding.

Should “Wolf” Teeth 
Be Removed? 


Needle or wolf teeth in 
small pigs can cause much 
damage to other pigs in the 
litter and also to the sow’s 
teats. 


These teeth are unnecessary 
and can be removed with a side- 
cutting pliers soon after pigs are 
born. But they should be re- 
moved carefully. Don’t leave 
jagged edges or torn gums. 

In one group of small pigs, 
ulcers and infection resulted 
after pigs’ teeth were removed. 
The gums had been torn and 
the wounds had become infected 
from filth in the lots and pens. 

If a litter is too large and pigs 
get to fighting over a nipple, it 
may be necessary to remove the 
wolf teeth. But feeding synthetic 
milk and pig starter may let the 
pigs get enough to eat. Then 
clipping of the teeth and result- 
ing risk of infection is avoided. 





Lead Is Poison 
To Livestock 


Paint cans, new paint on 
buildings, linoleum, and old 
batteries all contain lead and 
are dangerous to livestock. 


It doesn’t take much lead to 
poison an animal. Old lead 
should go to the junkman, not to 
a junkpile in the pasture. 





Show Turkey Poults 
How To Eat 


Turkey raisers report that 
one of the biggest reasons 
young turkey poults die after 
they hatch is their failure to 
eat. They don’t know how to 
eat or don’t see what they 
are supposed to eat. 

Poults should have their beaks 


dipped in feed and water a few 
hours after their arrival. The 


feeding area should be well 
lighted with plenty of feeders 
and waterers. Some turkey rais. 
ers put marbles, stones, or col- 
ored glass in the feeders and wa. 
terers to attract the poults’ at- 
tention. 





Vitamin E Helps 
“Stiff” Lambs 
Stiff lamb disease has af. 
fected as many as 50 lambs 
in the same flock. Symptoms 
are wobbly gait, stiff legs, 
lack of coordination, and in- 
ability to stand. 


Research has shown this is due 
to a deficiency of vitamin E. If 
lambs are treated early enough 
with vitamin E, they will recov- 
er. Accurate diagnosis is needed 
since other diseases may give 
somewhat similar symptoms. 





Watch Cattle On 
Pasture 


It will pay to keep a close 
eye on cattle that you have 
out on pasture. Here are 
some things to keep in mind: 


1. Watch for bloat. Don’t let 
cattle gorge themselves. 

2. Inspect the herd once a 
week for pinkeye. Remove any 
animals with eye trouble, and 
put them in a darkened stall. 

3. Vaccinate all calves for 
blackleg in blackleg areas. 

4. Spray the herd for flies. 

5. Check the pasture periodi- 
cally for poisonous weeds. 

6, Keep a watch for wounds. 
Check scratches or cuts for 
screw worm infestation. 

7. If any animals develop lump 
jaw, take them out of the herd, 
and get them to a place where 
they can be treated. 

9. Have your animals blood- 
tested for brucellosis before 
bringing them from the pasture 
to put with your herd.

Pay More For 
Meat Hogs 


Fat Hogs Really Get The Premium Now, Say 


Farmers At Farm Bureau Hog Conference 


I OW can we get more meat 

type hogs to market? What 
can we do to stop big variations 
in hog supplies and prices? 

These two questions were aired 
at a hog raisers conference in 
Des Moines, Iowa, June 9. The 
lowa Farm Bureau Federation 
sponsored the meeting. 

“We raise a lot more meat type 
hogs than we sell,” said Carroll 
Plager, of Hormel and Company, 
Austin, Minnesota, meat packers. 

The explanation is that many 
meat type hogs are fed too long. 
Extra corn makes lard hogs of 
them. 

Why do hog raisers some- 
times spoil their meat type 
hogs? Farmers had the an- 
swer to that. 


“T raise hogs to make a liveli- 


. hood,” said Hugh Louden of 


Jasper county, lowa. He said it 
often paid the individual to feed 
hogs for an extra 30 to 60 days 
despite weight increase. 

“What would you do?” asked 
Marion Steddom, Polk county, 
if you had light hogs and saw a 
rising market ahead. 

Everyone admitted that over- 
finishing hogs was bad for the 
industry. But it’s sometimes 
good for the individual. And to 
get farmers to stop spoiling the 
meat hogs, farmers must be 
given an incentive to sell hogs 
when ready. 

Something is being done in this 
line. Premiums for meat hogs 
are paid by several packers. 
Carcass grading is offered by the 
Hormel Packing Company. 

Farmers who take advantage 
of carcass grading get about 81 
cents per 100 extra, said Plager. 
Some have got $2 extra. 

But no one thinks present in- 
centives are enough. With a 
favorable corn-hog ratio and a 
rising market, it will still pay to 
put extra corn into hogs. 

Ken Thatcher, secretary of the 
lowa Farm Bureau Federation, 
suggested that processors might 
have to lead in providing incen- 
tives for meat hog production 
and marketing. Further effort to 
that end was suggested. 

On the question of getting 
meat type hogs, Dr. W. A. Craft 


a 


of the hog breeding laboratory at 
Iowa State College said farmers 
can get them. Breeding work 
has made them available. 

But several breeders reported 
that they sold mostly the wrong 
type of boar because that was 
what farmers wanted. 

How far could farmers go to- 
ward lean meat production if 
they used all we know about 
both breeding and feeding? 

L. N. Hazel of lowa State Col- 
lege suggested that proper feed- 
ing, and market timing might 
shift 10 to 12 percent of a hog’s 
weight from fat to lean. And 
breeding will do as much. 

Two kinds of variations in hog 
supplies were discussed at the 
meeting. Seasonal variation and 
the corn-hog cycle which goes 
from high to low about every two 
years. 

Seasonal variations result in 
about one-third of the pigs being 
farrowed in the fall and two. 
thirds in the spring. And hog 
prices average about four to five 
dollars higher in August than in 
the winter. 

Packers would like to get this 
smoothed out. They say it would 
even help the lard problem. And, 
of course, farmers who sell hogs 
at the low time in November 
would favor it too. 

Marion Steddom said the cost 
of a winter pig was not more 
than a dollar per head more than 
warm weather pigs. 

But still one man from the 
audience suggested that the in- 
centive was not enough. If the 
supply is to be evened out, the 
price difference might have to 
be more rather than less. 


How prevent the long-term 
cycle in hog _ production?

Raise Too Many 


Spring Pigs 


Hog Men Should Spread Farrowing Over 
Year To Solve Lard And Price Problems 


Hog market gluts, low sea- 
sonal prices and the lard prob- 
lem are partly the result of 
too many spring pigs, says E. 
L. Quaife, Iowa State College 
Swine specialist. Two or three 
farrowing times per year 
would be better for hog rais- 
ers. Here are some facts he 
offers to support multiple far- 
rowing.

BOUT 68 percent of the pig 

crop in Iowa is farrowed be- 
tween December 1 and June l. 
And approximately 65 percent is 
farrowed in the short period of six 
or eight weeks beginning in late 
March. 

That leaves about 32 percent for 
fall pigs—June thru November. 
So about one-third of the pigs are 
farrowed in the last half of the 
year, about two-thirds in the first 
half. 


How does this uneven far- 
rowing thru the year affect the 
lard problem? Let's look at 
what happened in 1952. 


Many hog producers had hogs of 
the right weight in November and 
December. But they were con- 
fronted with a discouragingly low 
price for hogs. 

These owners of low-priced hogs 
had a good supply of corn. So 
many of them chose to carry the 
hogs along to heavier weights and 
look for a better price after the 
first of the year. 

They made money by doing it in 
this particular year. But it didn’t 
help the lard situation any. 

That can be seen when you look 
at the actual weights of hogs on 
the markets from October to Jan- 
uary. September average was 216 
pounds; October, 219; November, 
226; December, 231; and January, 
238. 

Pigs get heavier and heavier as 
the fall marketing season .ad- 
vances. That’s a weakness of our 
present hog production system. 

One-crop hog raisers glut the 
market in late fall. The price is 
knocked down; the lard supply is 
increased; and all hog raisers lose. 


How could farrowing at two or 
more times per year help the lard 
situation and increase average 
prices received? Take 1952 again. 

The two-crop producer who got 


his pigs away by October 1, 1952, 


sold properly finished hogs and 
profited by a better price. And in 
most cases he had a bunch of pigs 
ready for the advancing and high- 
er prices which have prevailed 
since the first of February. 

A two-crop plan or even a four- 
crop plan fits into the favorable 
market trends. Such producers are 
more likely to be in position to 
take advantage of rising prices. 

It is to the interest of producers 
to spread pig farrowings, and even 
the flow of hogs to markets. Heavy 
runs depress prices. Uneven and 
varying prices tempt farmers to 
market hogs according to price 
expectations rather than when 
hogs are ready. 

Some farmers are adopting mul- 
tiple farrowing either on the 
basis of two or four pig crops per 
year. Here’s the way one farmer 
does it. ; ; 

David Noller, Keokuk county, 
Iowa, has adopted the four far- 
rowings per year plan. He main- 
tains two lots of sows. The first 
group farrows in January and 
July. The second in March and 
September. 

In 1952, his January pigs went 
to market in July averaging 222 
pounds at $22 per 100 pounds. 
March pigs averaged 203 pounds 
at $19.50. He sold his July pigs 
as feeders. September pigs are 
still on hand. 


This four-pig-crops-per year 
system will hit at least some 
of the periods of high hog 
prices. And it makes efficient 
use of equipment and labor. 


A good two-crop system is fol- 
lowed by Bernard Collins of 
Wright county, Iowa. He farrows 
in February for spring pigs. Late 
July and early August for fall 
pigs. 

This plan gets spring pigs ready 
for market in July and August 
when prices are usually good. Fall 
pigs get to market in March.

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Bale Or Chop 
Your Hay? 


Cost Of Havmaking On Missouri Farms 
Reported By College Of Agriculture 


we you like to use the 
newest machines to take more 
sweat out of the haymaking job? 
If you’re like most farmers who 
use old methods, you would. 

But you wonder: about costs. 
What is the per ton cost of baling 
and storing hay? And how much 
if you chop hay? 

A survey of farmers in north- 
west Missouri gives answers to 
these questions. Farmers costs 
are averaged and reported by C. 
L. Day of the University of Mis- 
souri. 


On the basis of farmers’ ex- 
periences, cost per ton is less 
to chop hay than to bale hay. 
But it costs more to store 
chopped hay than to store 
baled hay. Baling saves a little 
money when all is considered. 


Cost per ton for one-man pick-up 
baler with engine averaged $2.11. 
Hauling and storing the bales with 
wagon and tractor was $1.29. Total 
cost $3.40 per ton. 

To chop hay, using field chopper 
with engine cost $2.01 per ton. It 
cost 70 cents to haul chopped hay, 
and 85 cents per ton to blow it 
into the barns. Total was $3.56. 

So it cost 16 cents per ton less 
to bale than to chop hay. These 
costs included tractor fuel, labor, 
depreciation, bale ties, and storing. 

But they do not include mowing 
and raking. These operations are 
the same for both machines, and 
for other haymaking methods. 


Costs of mowing and raking 
were reported, however. Mowing 
cost 75 cents per acre. Raking 
with side-delivery, 68 cents. Total 


is $1.48. At two tons per acre, the 
per ton cost of these operations 
would be 74 cents. 

So the total cost of making and 
storing hay averaged out like this: 
Baling, $4.14 per ton. Chopping, 
$4.30 per ton. 

See the table on this page for 


more details about haymaking 
costs as reported by Missouri 
farmers. Here are some points 


to be noticed: 


* 


Hauling baled hay with trucks 
increases cost over hauling with 
wagons and tractors. Difference is 
53 cents per ton. 

Balers and choppers that are 
driven by the tractor power-take- 
off cost less per ton than do ma- 
chines with separate engines. Dif.- 
ference is around 40 cents per ton 
in favor of machines without en- 
gines. 

This advantage. for machines 
without engines might disappear, 
however, if uneven or heavy wind- 
rows gave trouble. 

It should be remembered that 
costs in the table are average costs 
for all farmers. There was con- 
siderable variation. 

Costs were higher than shown 
in the table where farmers had 
small acreages and used machines 
only a few days per year. Costs 
were lower for big farmers who 
could distribute machine costs 
over more acres. 

Are cost differences between 
balers and choppers enough to be 
significant? Probably not. It would 
appear that choice of machine 
should be made on the basis of 
other advantages or disadvantages. 


Both methods of storing hay 
reduce space required per ton. 
Loose hay takes about twice 
the space needed for chopped 
or baled hay. No advantage for 
either method on that score. 


Labor cost per ton is a little 
higher for chopping than for bal- 
ing. Choppers are a little slower 

But machinery cost is a little 
greater for baling than for chop- 
ping. First cost of balers is more 
than for choppers. 

Then there are feeding conveni- 
enees. Chopped hay is hard to 
haul, say some farmers. And when 
blown in barns, stems and leaves 
tend to become separated. 

Other farmers like choppers be- 
cause they can be used to make 
corn or grass silage as well as to 
chop hay. 

Of course there are other hay- 
making methods. The tractor buck 
saves labor. It fits some farms.

Are CCC Bins 





“Monuments To 


Failure?” 


PMA Committeemen Ask USDA To 
Get More Bins 


In the issue of June 6, the 
editor told about the clash of 
opinion within the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on corn 
loan policy. Particularly on: 
“Should CCC buy new bins?” 
The struggle continued at a 
Des Moines meeting early 
this month. 


“1 F WE have to buy more CCC 


bins, I’ll look on them as 


monuments to the failure of free 
enterprise.” This was the chal- 
lenge of Undersecretary True D. 
Morse to the six state PMA con- 
ference at Des Moines on June 3. 

Committeemen from Iowa, IIli- 
nois, Minnesota, Nebraska, South 
Dakota and Missouri had been 
called together to report on the 
corn storage problem. 

Here is what the different 
states said they’d need as re- 
sealing goals and in new bins: 
(Figures in millions of bushels)

‘red Maywald of the Iowa 
Farmers’ Grain Dealers Associa- 
tion suggested that it might be 
necessary for CCC to say that 
if a farmer would reseal half his 
1952 corn, CCC would take the 
other half. 

Suggestions to increase the 
popularity of the resealing pro- 
gram included these points: 


1. Pay the 13 cent storage 
fee at once, not at the end of 
the first year. 

2. Or agree to pay half the 
storage fee if the corn is re- 
deemed at the end of the first 
six months. Now the farmer 
has to hold the corn a year to 
be paid. 

Other plans were to move 
empty bins from one part of the 
state to another. Most PMA men 
echoed the remark of Henry M. 
Combrink of Illinois when he 
said: “We’ve got .some empty 
bins, but they’re in the wrong 
counties.” 

What we are doing now is 
just a curtain raiser,” warned 
Several of the speakers. “Wait 
until we get another big crop. 
Then what will we do about both 
acreage and storage in 1954?” 

Some concern was expressed 
about the prospect of marketing 
quotas on corn in 1954. With a 
big 1953 crop and no change in 
the law, the Secretary of Agri- 
culture might be under pressure 
to call for a vote on quotas. This 
could mean a 25 percent cut in 
acreage and severe restrictions 
on marketing.

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Auction Sales Are 
Man’s Domain 


An Account Of The Struggle For 
Sale Supremacy Between The Sexes 


OST of the time, the Head of 

the House and I get along 
very well. In fact, I will even go 
so far as to say we get along bet- 
ter than the average couple who 
are both of Irish descent. But— 
the mere mention of “auction sale” 
entangles us in a situation that 
almost reaches the separation 
point. 

“Women just don’t have any 
sense when it comes to auction 
sales,” states my spouse with firm 
conviction.

The H of the H greeted 
me with the admonition, “Don’t be 
buying other people’s old junk.” 

A little enamel revived the con- 
tainer. Although it has carried 
pounds of pies and cakes in the 
last 10 years, he still maintains it 
was a poor buy. 

A lot of coaxing plus some pow- 
erful tears resulted in my husband 
consenting to take me to another 
sale. This time I was the auc- 
tioneer’s delight as he unloaded 
beautiful bargains into my wait- 
ing arms. Mattress covers for 50 
cents, blankets for 75 cents, hand- 
made quilts for $2, matched pic- 
tures for 50 cents, and many other 
useful items. 

It was a gala day for me until I 
discovered my husband had dis- 
appeared. Lugging my load of 
luxuries along, I found a very de- 
jected looking spouse, seated on 
a sawhorse behind the garage, 
muttering over and over, “Women 
just don’t have any sense when it 
comes to auction sales.” 

The one and only time my man 
gives me credit for my bargaining 
prowess, is when I suggest we 
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purchase a new kitchen set. Nine 
years ago I bought the present one 
for $16 at a sale, of course. But 
the mention of a new one sets my 
husband waxing eloquently about 
“the wonderful, solid oak wood 
that could never be duplicated to- 
day.” 

I willingly admit my spouse’s 
superior intelligence when it comes 
to agriculture, mechanics, and the 
mathematics involved in income 
tax’ calculation. And I don’t like 
to be stubborn and boastful, but I 
will pit my bargains against his 
sale purchases any time. 

The boat chair he bought in 1944 
for $1.50 might be considered a 
bargain for some people, but my 
husband has never gone fishing 
in his life. The only boat ride we 
ever took was at Lake Okoboji in 
1947 and the boat chair was cozily 
reclining in our attic 100 miles 
away.

I admit the duck he bought for 
90 cents was a sane, sensible pur- 
chase if it had been more co- 
operative. It died a natural death 
the night my husband brought it 
home. . 

But the Head of the House firm- 
ly maintains that “Auction Sales” 
are strictly a man’s domain. He 
seldom misses one. Usually he just 
“happens” to be passing the place 
and remembers the sale. On rare 
occasions, he tells me beforehand 
—that is, just as he is putting on 
his cap to go out the door and I’m 
in an absorbing occupation, such 
as mixing up bread.

The boundary on the opposite 
side of the house should be ap- 
proximately 50 feet and at least 
40 feet for the back yard. There 
should be at least 80 feet between 
the back yard and the farm build- 
ings to allow for the turning of 
large machinery. 

Trees are a part of the perma- 
nent plan. First decide on the 
location of shade trees. These 
trees need plenty of room. They 
should be spaced about 40 to 60 
feet apart and never close to a 
wall or foundation. Large trees 
should not be planted where they 
might in time block a good view. 


And, says Miss Tarr, “they 
should never be_ planted in 
rows.” 


Shrubs are like trimmings. 
They must be planted in the 
right places to be béautiful. Too 
many folks are plant collec- 
tors who pay little attention 
to the beauty and usefulness of 
what they set out. Shrubs 
planted around the house help to 
make the setting for the house. 


Low growing shrubs 
sheuld ‘be planted under 
trees, larger ones at the cor- 
ner of the house. When 
choosing shrubs plan _ for 
their height and width. 


For people who want help in 
planning the shrubs and trees 
Miss Tarr recommends a bulletin 
called “Iowa Landscape Plants.” 
This bulletin lists the plants by 
name, gives the rate of growth, 
the spread and the height in 
feet.

What Causes Thin 
Shells In Eggs? 


Thin-shelled eggs often re- 
sult when the shell-making 
department of the hen does 
not keep up with the de- 
mand for egg shells, says J. 
H. Claybaugh, poultry spe- 









cialist at Nebraska Univer- 
sity.

come a problem. They will not 
be grade A quality. Thin-shelled 
eggs are easily broken by hens 


in the nest. Then they dirty 
other eggs. 

If your hens are laying thin- 
shelled eggs, supply plenty of 


oyster shell or ground limestone. 
Also increase the amount of 
vitamin D in the ration. Double 
the vitamin D until the egg shell 
texture is back to normal. 

Hens do not store up calcium 
in their bodies for future use.

Egg Yolk Color 
Varies 
Feed which hens eat has 
a definite effect on the color 
of the egg yolk. 


This has been démonstrated 
dyes and getting corresponding 
colored yolks for considerable 
time afterwards, says J. H. Clay- 
baugh, poultry specialist at the 
University of Nebraska. 

Egg yolk color darkens in the 
spring when hens are first turned 
out on green grass.

More Benefit From 
Social Security 


To the Editor: I am a hired 
farm worker. The boss fur- 
nishes me a good house, poul- 
try house, garden spot, milk, 
butter and some meat. I fig- 
ure these extras and the house 
are worth about $100 per 
month. Yet I am not allowed 
credit for this amount on my 
social security retirement. 
Why don’t we get credit for 
these extras on our social se- 
curity?—C. 0., Bremer Coun- 
ty, Iowa. 

When Congress passed the social 
security law, it intentionally 
omitted credit for “wages in kind” 
fer farm and domestic workers. 
The reason was that no fair way 
of determining the value of houses 
and extras furnished to these 
vrorkers could be worked out. 


It is possible for your boss to 


increase your pay and then rent 
you the house and sell you the 
milk, meat and ether things. Say 


all the wages in kind were worth 
£1,200 per year. He would pay you 


the $1,200, then you would pay 
him for the.extras. This way you 
could get credit for the extra 


money, and all it would cost your 
boss would be $18 per year more 
ocial security tax which he would 
for your increased coverage. 

The catch in this method is that 
you would have to pay income 
taxes on the additional income. 
Your boss would have $1,200 more 
expense which would balance out

For Seed 


Chances For Profitable Crop Are 
Better If You Keep Insects Down 


lean you made long range 

plans to take a crop of red 
clover seed. But it’s more likely 
that you haven’t thought much 
about it yet. 

For a profit, a field has to pro- 
duce clean, pure, healthy, weed- 
free seed. Will your field stack 
up? 

Is there a mixture of legumes 
or grasses? Even with the best 
cleaning equipment, it may be 
pretty hard to separate them. 
Is the stand thick and healthy? 


It takes a lot of red clover seeds 
to make a bushel. 
What about weeds? The Iowa 


weed law requires that seed of- 
fered for sale must not contain 
noxious weed seeds. Amounts of 
certain other weed seeds must be 
listed on the tag. And the total 
weed seed content must not ex- 
ceed a set percentage. 

If your field doesn’t measure 
up, it may be better to cut it for 
hay. Hay is likely to be in short 
supply this winter. 


Suppose your field looks 
like it can meet these tests. 
You'll want to decide now if 
you want to save it for seed. 
There are some things you 
can do to make the crop big- 
ger and a little more certain, 


Red clover seed is usually har- 
vested from the second crop. It’s 
best to cut the first crop for hay 
about the early bloom stage. 
That’s a little earlier than usual. 

Insects of various kinds often 
limit the seed produced. “You 
can’t count on seeing these in- 
declares Allen Uden of 
Sioux county, lowa. “Only way 
to keep a close check is with a 
net. All you need for a net is a 
light cloth bag held open by a 
wire loop fastened at the end of 
a handle.” 


sects,” 


To use the net properly, take 
five to 10 sweeps at different 
places in the field. Release the 


insects slowly to get an idea of 
the number picked up per sweep. 
Whenever insect population 


seems to be building up, it may 
pay to spray. It'll pay to keep a 
particularly close check just 
after neighboring fields have 
been cut for hay. 

Once the plants start to bloom, 
it’s best not to spray except’ as 
an emergency measure. Red 
clover is mostly cross pollinated 
by insects. Spraying can kill the 
pollinating bees right along with 
harmful insects. 

If you must spray after plants 
are in bloom, best time is before 
6:30 in the morning or after 8:00 
in the evening. Most of the pol- 
linating bees are out of the field 
then. 

Up to bloom time, you can use 


DDT for most insects except 
grasshoppers. For  grasshop- 


pers, toxaphene or chlordane is 
better. After bloom time, use 
toxaphene. It seems to be less 
toxic to bees. 

In Iowa State College tests, 
well-managed fields of red clover 
produced more than twice as 
much as the state’s average yield. 
Two to five colonies of honey 
bees used as pollinators are cred- 


ited with much of the yield in- 
crease. 
Best time for harvest 


seems to be when all heads 
are brown and thresh easily 
by hand. Specialists figure 


you need to average more 
than 12 seeds per head to 


make harvesting profitable. 


Windrowing is a good way to 
handle the crop. It makes sure 
that all heads are dead ripe at 
combining. Either a windrower 
or a binder with the binding at- 


tachment removed will work 
well. Cut as wide a swath as 
you would with your combine. 


Usually, it’s best to follow the 
rules of the manufacturer on 
combine adjustments for harvest- 
ing legume seed. And in many 
cases, re-threshing the straw will 
yield almost much seed the 
second and third times it is run 
thru the machine.

Result: First lot of 122 pigs 
weighed an average of 54.5 
pounds per pig at the age of 
eight weeks. And those hogs 
looked like they would 
weigh 140 to 150 pounds 
at the age of four months. 


Benson says dry feeding elimi- 
nate several problems that he 
bumped into last year when he 
was feeding synthetic milk in 
liquid form.

New Soybean 
Variety 
A new soybean variety for 
part of the Corn Belt has been 
released by the United States 

Department of Agriculture 

and experiment stations in 

Iowa, Illinois, Missouri, Ne- 

braska and Indiana. 

Named Clark, the new variety 
resembles Lincoln. But it ma- 
tures about a week later. It’s a 
full season variety in the north- 
ern part of the area where it is 
recommended. This area _ is 
shown on the map. 

The bean is yellow with a 
black “eye.” Plants grow med- 
ium to tall. Pods usually have 
two or three seeds. The variety 
is resistant to frog-eye leaf spot. 

In four years of testing, Clark 
has averaged about five bushels 
per acre more than commonly 
grown varieties. Oil content has 
been high. 

Seed will be increased by certi- 
fied seed growers next year. By 
1955, seed should be available 
for anyone who wants it. 





Are Your Oak 
Trees Dying? 

Oak wilt has become estab- 
lished in 59 Iowa counties— 
grouped in the eastern two- 
thirds of the state. How can 
you stop spread of the dis- 
ease if it hits trees on your 
farm? 

Writing in Farm Science, lowa 
State College publication, Dr. W. 
H. Bragonier, of the botany and 
plant pathology department, 
makes these suggestions: 

Cut all dead oaks on your prop- 


erty. And cut all healthy oak 
trees within 50 feet of the dead 
trees. 

Saw the logs and burn the 


brush as soon as possible to pre- 
vent spread of the disease. Treat 
stumps with ammate at the rate 
of one ounce per inch diameter to 
prevent sprouting. 

Dr. Bragonier says research 
has shown that oak wilt fungus 
travels from diseased to healthy 
trees thru roots which become 
grafted together in the soil. In- 
sects and birds also are sus- 
pected of carrying the disease 








from tree to tree. 

More than 80 chemicals have 
been tested in attempting to con- 
trol the disease, Dr. Bragonier 
says. A few show promise. But 
so far, chemical treatment is not 
recommended.

Clean Bins For 
Oats Storage 


Discourage Stored Grain Insects By 


Spraying With A Residual Insecticide 


ERE’S a job for the first 
rainy day between now and 
oats harvest. Get your bins in 
shape for the new crop. , 
You’ll remember last winter’s 
reports of heavy insect damage 
to oats stored on farms and in 
elevators. Loss was heavy on 
some farms. 


Harold Gunderson, exten- 
sion entomologist at lowa 
State College, says your 


chances of preventing the 
same trouble this year can 
be good if you follow these 
suggestions: 


1. Clean your bins before you 
put new grain into them. Sweep 
down walls, ceilings and floors. 
And burn the sweepings. They 
may contain large numbers of in- 
sects—waiting to get a chance 
at the new crop. 

2. Spray walls, ceilings and 
floors with DDT or methoxy- 
chlor. Apply the spray thoroly. 
This will kill insects that are 
hiding in cracks. And it will get 
the pests that try to enter from 
other bins in the granary. 

3. Never put new grain on top 
of old grain. If possible don’t 
store grain near ground feed. 

4. Patch up any holes in the 
bin. And be sure the roof is in 
good repair. You’re inviting in- 
sects if you let rain or snow 
blow into the bin. 

5. Store only clean, dry grain. 
This is important! Gunderson 
thinks that a big share of last 
winter’s stored grain insect out- 
break can be blamed on the con- 
dition of oats when the grain was 
put into bins. 

Stored grain insects can work 
in grain only if the moisture con- 
tent is above eight percent. Your 
oats won’t get that dry in the 
field. But the more moisture you 
put into the bin—the greater are 
your chances of insect damage.

So if your oats are weedy, it 
might pay to windrow before 
combining—or to put the grain 
thru a dryer.

Fumigation may be necessary if 
insects start working.

Don’t “Sprinkle” Lawn, 
Soak It! 


Give your lawn a good soak- 
ing about once a week if you're 
going to bother with a lawn 
sprinkler. Soil should be wet 
to a depth of four to six inches 
or not at all. 


That’s advice from lawn special 
ists at the University of Ohio. 
They say that frequent, light 
sprinklings encourage the growth 
of crabgrass at the expense of 
bluegrass. 

Even more important than wa 
tering a lawn is the method of 
mowing. 

Common bluegrass will not re 
main in a healthy condition if it 
is regularly cut shorter than one 
and one-half inches. So adjust 
your mower accordingly. And 
mow your lawn whenever the cut 
ting will take off about an inch of 
grass.

PRICE PEAK for sows might come before August this 
year. Anyway, a good time to sell last spring’s brood sows 
is when they are well smoothed up. Price could get better, 
but it’s good now.

CATTLE FEEDERS are often advised to “go opposite 
from the crowd.” Lots can be said for that practice. But 
it isn’t clear, yet, which direction cattle feeders will go this 
year. 

An $8 drop in feeder cattle prices brought droves of 
cattlemen into the market last fall. The man who followed 
the crowd got nipped. For this year, watch to see whether 
new price drops, soft corn or something else draws them 
in again.

OLD COWS, or culls, from the dairy herd should be sold 
now, if you can get along without them. Everybody will 
be selling cows when lush pastures are gone and calf- 
weaning time comes. Prices will be lower then.

BIG RUSH to sell oats always comes right after harvest. 
And farm price averages 13 cents lower in August than for 
January of the next year. After harvest is a good time 
buy oats, but a bad time to sell.

INTEREST rates are rising. It’s unlikely that the trend 
will be reversed soon.

PAY-OFF FOR PORK! It’s sure good to see the smiles that wreath the 
faces of the hog raisers who visit our Semi-Solid Demonstration Farm 
at the junction of U. S. Route 6 and Iowa 64 just northeast of Des 


Moines. 
aE ck * 


Sure, it’s too early to predict what our 675 spring pigs or the ones you 
are raising will bring. But it’s fun to lean on the fence and see a 
ten-dollar bill attached to the tail of every shoat. The 579 fall pigs we 
marketed in February returned us a labor income of $13.22 per head 
over the cost of feeding the pigs and 6 month’s feed cost of the breed- 
ing herd. And they sold before the price rise at less than $20 per cwt. 
Our spring pigs will be hitting the high early market in August so we 
think they should do at least as well. 


‘ 


* * * 


Our 675 spring pigs are in 12 lots—ten in the feeding floor pens and 
two groups on pasture. They are more than half the way to market 
now-and are gaining close to two pounds per head per day on shelled 
corn, supplement and a daily drink of a half pound of Semi-Solid 
Pig Emulsion each. We got our pigs to the fast-gaining stage earlier 
than ever this spring. Two of the first six pens we weighed at 90 days 
went over 90 pounds. In fact, our pigs from sows averaged 82 pounds 


at three months. 
* * * 


Sparx, fed in the creep before and after weaning, gets most of the 
credit for these heavy 90-day weights. And, judging from the reports 
visitors bring to the farm, Golden Acres isn’t the only farm that’s 
getting these results. One Sparx booster, Gregor Vaske, of Dyersville, 
Iowa, has a record that even slows me down when I’m boasting about 
our great sow, Queenie. Gregor has a litter of 18 pure bred Duroc pigs 
that weighed 879 pounds at 56 days. Dry Sparx furnished the “‘extra 
teats” to nurse this litter and Gregor is using Condensed Sparx to 


make a two-ton-plus litter. 
co * * 


Queenie’s 12 pigs averaged 93 pounds at 90 days. Two of them weighed 
over 100 lbs. She has now weaned 66 pigs in six litters and is bred to our 
Hampshire boar for her seventh litter due in August. I hope she can 
keep it up and she has a place in the Golden Acres herd as long as she 
does. Our fall breeding herd of seventy consists of fifty proved sows 
including Queenie and twenty gilts. We keep a sow as long as she 
weans nine or more pigs. But when we do have to send them to market, 
it eases the parting to have them bring a hundred-dollar bill apiece. 
Last month I sold ten sows that have given us seven litters each and 
they averaged $103 per head. m 


* * * 


The “milky way wagon’”’ makes its rounds each morning hauling Pig 
Emulsion solution to all twelve pens. I will be disappointed though if 
we don’t have some empty pens in another month. Our Semi-Solid 
System is clipping about a month off the time to market. It looks 
like we will have plenty of 200 pound hogs ready to go in five months. 
This fall we are going to “‘harvest”’ our pig crop early. That’s another 
lesson I learned last spring. We marketed 525 fall pigs at an average 
age of 174 days and average weight of 215.69 pounds. But we had 
one pen of 54 pigs raised for a serum company that got caught in the 
Des Moines V.E. quarantine. They weighed 265.50 pounds when we 
got them off at 192 days. The pigs under.six months consumed only 
323 pounds of feed per 100 pounds gain; the heavy pigs used 415 
pounds of feed per cwt. gain. We raised the 219 lb. pigs from birth to 
market on less than 4% bushels of corn, 35 lbs. supplement and 40 
lb. Sparx and Pig Emulsion per 100 pounds gain. Their feed cost was 
only $11.67 per cwt. compared with $14.48 for the heavy butchers. 


* *
